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Information Disclosure Statement 

The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on September 21, 2009 
was filed after the mailing date of the Notice of Allowance on July 1 7, 2009. The 
submission is in compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR 1 .97. Accordingly, the 
information disclosure statement is being considered by the examiner. 

Foreign reference Tanaka JP 3-173087 A, Tanaka hereinafter, discloses the 
claimed metal component, such as Cu and Fe in an amount from 30% to 70 %, and that 
the Cu-Zn alloy could be added to metal component. However, Tanaka fails to disclose 
that Cu-Zn alloy is in an amount larger that 10 mass% of the metal component. 

From the prior art of the record, Yoshida et al. 4,006,106, Yoshida hereinafter, 
discloses a metal component comprises Cu-Zn alloy in an amount larger that 10 mass% 
of the metal component, col. 2, lines 12-17, 23-27, 45-58. However, Yoshida teaches 
away from Tanaka's disclosure as Yoshida clearly states that the total amount of the 
metal component must not exceed 30%, col. 4, lines 22-25, which is out of the claimed 
range. 

For this reason one of ordinary skills in the art at the time the invention was made 
would not have been motivated to combine Tanaka and Yoshida teachings. Therefore 
claims 12 through 28 stands as previously allowed.
